Court Declares Conserva-| 


tion Is Valid In Case of 


Spooner Oils 


OTTAWA, Oct. 3.—The appeal of 
the Spooner Oils Ltd. and Arthur G. 
Spooner against a judgment of the 
Supreme Court of Alberta involv- 
ing the constitutionality of the Tur- 
ner Valley Gas Conservation Act 
was allowed, with costs, by the 
Supreme Court of Canada. today. 
In rendering judgment, the chief 
justice declared that there would 
be judgment declaring the “im- 
peached legislation invalid as re- 
spects appellants.” 

Respondents to the litigation 
were the Turner Valley Gas Con- 
servation Board and the Attorney 
General of Alberta.

ANOTHER RELIEF “LOAN” 


The city has secured from the federal 
treasury $300,000 of the $500,000 loan it 
asked for. The amount will not meet the 
city’s outlay on relief this year, and there 
is a balance from last year to be made up. 
Edmonton needed every dollar it asked 
for, and should have got the full amount. 

The loan is made against treasury notes 
issued by the city, bearing interest of 
course. That does not mean much, except 
the addition of $300,000 to our nominal 
debt and an annual interest bill of $15,000 
or so which the taxpayers won't pay. 
Eventually, it is altogether likely, the Do- 
minion will have to write off both principal 
and interest of the relief money loans ad- 
vanced to this and all the other cities. The 
accountants at Ottawa might as well hire 
an airman to write the loan items in 
smoke on the sky as spend time entering 
them in a ledger. 

This loan is in essence nothing but a 
draft against the collective wealth of the 
nation. If Ottawa has seen fit to lend pub- 
lic credit to banks or private parties and 
then borrow back the money at interest, 
that is its own look-out. It should have 
printed the money and forwarded it to the 
city at cost. 


THE SIGNIFICANCE OF THE 

SHIRTS 

Canadians, it seems, are getting to be 
shirt-minded. Montreal has a red-shirt or- 
ganization which engages the frequent at- 
tention of the police riot-squad. Toronto 
boasts a black-shirted brigade, with pro- 
nounced if peculiar ideas as to how things 
should be run. Windsor announces the 
mobilization of a khaki-shirt corps there, 
whose business in life is to frustrete the 
designs of some other group distinguished 
by shirts of a different hue. 

Pretty soon, the prospect is, every color 

in the rainbow may have been appropri- 
ated by one faction or another as its em- 
blem and badge of identification, and the 
plain Canadian citizen who goes down 
street in a shirt of any tint will be liable to 
suspicion of being a revolutionary of one 
of the assorted brands or an “anti” some- 
thing or other. 
: All very ridiculous, no doubt. But there 
is something that is not ridiculous behind 
this out-cropping of emblematic shirts; 
something that requires the immediate 
and very serious attention of Canada’s 
Government. 

Incased in each of these shirts is a hu- 
man being, with personal needs, wants, 
feelings and purposes much like those of 
other men. What the overwhelming major- 
ity of them want is a chance to earn a 
decent living. Of course they are asking 
for and “dernanding” all sorts of things, 
under the drive of exasperation. But give 
them jobs with wages enough to support 
themselves and their families in reasonable 
comfort, and the shirt-flaunting organiza- 
tions will fade away as the paraders desert 
the streets. 

Peace, order and good government in 
Canada depend upon measures being 
taken to set our idle men at work. That is 
the moral to be drawn from the epidemic 
of organizations of protest. 

SILENCE DOES NOT MEAN 

‘ SAFETY 

Not the least hampering, nor the least 
dangerous, among the factors which are 
blocking riwovery in Canada is the com- 
placency with which the plight of the com- 
mon man is viewed by interests which are 
directly dependent for their success and 
even for their safety upon his well-being 
and contentment. 

The people of Canada, it is said, are get- 
ting used to the distress conditions that 
have been thrust upon them, and are learn- 
ing to live within their present means. No 
doubt they are getting used to the con- 
ditions; they have endured them long 

h. And they are certainly living 

their means; they couldn't live be- 
their means if they wanted to in 
days of vanished credit. 

But the assumption that familiarity with 
these conditions will breed contentment 
with them is a dangerous doctrine to hold 
or preach; and the notion that the country 
can ever “come back” while people in the 


* + 
common walks of life have to live within { 


the narrow boundaries of their present in- 
comes is sheer delusion. 

It is true that the people of Canada are 
suffering in silence, and with a self- 
restraint that is very remarkable. But 
they are not acce the it situa- 
tion as being an ordained order of things | 
for which intelligent leadership could find | 
no easement. vy know better. How 
long can their silent endurance be counted 
upon unless remedial measures are under- 
taken without more delay? If the na- 
tional authorities and the directors of our 
financial affairs do not understand that 
they are facing grave difficylties in west- 
ern Canada during the ap ching winter 
that is because they are living in a dream- 
land far removed from the man on the 
street and the man on the farm. 

On the statute books of this and almost 
if not all the other provinces there is debt * 
adjustment legislation, under one name or 
another, that has been enacted for the 
specific purpose of making mortgage 
debts uncollectable. That legislation never 
will, and never should, come out of the 
books until the dollar is restored to some- 
thing like the value it had when the debts 
were incurred. 

Anyone who fondly hopes that this pre- 
ventive legislation will be lifted, and 
creditors allowed to collect dollars worth 
two or three of the dollars they lent, is 
only indulging in vain imaginings. Unless 
the people of Canada are entirely bereft 
of intelligent self-interest and their native 
sense of justice, that will not happen. 

Rightly viewed, the interests of the 
creditor and the debtor today are iden- 
tical. The one wants to collect. The other 
wants to pay. The one cannot collect be- 
cause the other cannot pay. Salvation 
for both of them lies in restoring the value 
of the dollar. They are in the same boat, 
and if one goes down the other will go 
with him. A healthy regard for his own 
pocket should line up the creditor beside 
the debtor in a demand that the “robber” 
dollar be made honest and debt-paying 
power restored; by a controlled currency, 
preferably by a central bank.

Health and Diet Advice 
By Dr. Frenk McCey eee’ 
In diagnosing arthritis it is a good plen to use 
the X-ray which often clearly shows the changes 
in the joints. During the x-ray examination it is 


usually possible to make sure whether the bones 
are affected and how much; it 


is also advisable to take x-ray | 


pictures of the teeth to sce if 


there are pus pockets around the © 


roots, and of the sinuses. 


In the treatment of arthritis | 
there are many measures that | 


are helpful to the patient, who 
must have the perseverance to 
continue the ones found bene- 
ficial, if he is to expect a per- 
manent improvement. The rate 
of improvement may be rapid 
during the fast and then become 
slower as the patient returns to 


Dr. F. McCoy the diet, but no matter how slow 


or fast it is, there is hope if the patient is willing to | 


follow instructions exactly. 


Those patients who are willing to devote some 
time to the cure, who follow the diet, who rest 
during periods of acute inflammation when exercise 
is harmful and who exercise during the chronic 
stages when movements helps to maintain the mus- 
cular function, are the ones who make the best re- 
covery. Arthritis is by no means a hopeless dis- 
ease, and I have seen many patients accomplish 
cures satisfactory in every way. 

The first thing to do is to begin on a fast, us- 
ing orange juice, grapefruit juice, or tomato juice, 
and taking one 8-ounce glass every two hours. The 
fast is needed at the start to hasten the elimination 
from the body of the systemic poisons attacking the 
joints. The fast should last for at least five days, 
and should continue longer if you are able to find 
a doctor experienced in giving the fasting treat- 
ment. 

During the fast and for some time longer you are 
to use at least one warm water enema each day. 
By emptying the intestine regularly with the en- 
ema, the bowel is kept cleansed of poisonous wastes 
and this on therapeutic measure will help to over- 
come intestinal toxemia, which is one of the prin- 
cipal causes of arthritis. 

The right diet to follow the fast is important. 
The chief foods to be avoided are the starches and 
sugars. Eat a moderate amount of meat, plenty of 
both cooked and raw non-starchy vegetables, and 
one egg per day. Since the food which causes the 
most harm in arthritis is starchy food, this is the 


food you should be most careful to cut down. When | 


you begin to use a sensible, well-planned diet you 
are employing the most helpful aid you could pos- 
sibly use. The correct diet accomplishes good in 
two ways; in the first place, it furnishes the mater- 


ials for building a sound, healthy bloodstream, and 


in the second place it avoids those foods found by 
experience to make the arthritis worse 


Much relief from the pain often follows the 
application of some form of heat. This may be 
given through treatment with the diathermy. The 
diathermy is attached to the joint for twenty min- 
utes, and will produce a congestion of blood through 
the joint area. 
has a poor blood supply, it is advisable to use any 
means of causing a better flow of blood through 
it. Heat also assists in relieving stiffness and in 
returning more normal movement. The diathermy 


may be followed by another heat treatment, using | 
the deep therapy lamp. While hot baths may ap- | 


pear soothing. they are weakening if used too often, 
and the warm sponge bath to be given daily is the 
one which I suggest you use. 

In chronic conditions, massage should be taken 
over the whole body three or more times each week. 


The general massage makes the patient feel better | 
The massage | 
over the affected joints should be a gentle stroking. | 


and also stimulates the circulation. 


All massage is to be stopped during acute attacks. 
When kinks, prolapsus or adhesions are hindering 
the bowel action, it is advisable for the patient to 
take special manipulative treatments to overcome 
these conditions at the same time the massage is 
given. 

The last part of the treatment is exercise, which 
is to be taken after the disease has been definitely 
overcome and the patient is ready to start building 


self. Rest is best during acute inflammation but 
on the way to healing, exercise is indispensable. 
By using the right kind of exercise at the right time 
the patient builds up to the point where a true re- 
covery has been achieved.

With the strong prevailing: 
mood of the imminence of 
world strife, the people of the 
world steadily recoil from the| 
threat of war, and the cry for | 
world peace is voiced by all 
nations. Thus there is deep 
significance in the reassem- 
bling of the disarmament con- 
ference at Geneva next week. 
On Sunday evening, October 
15, petitions from the peace 
groups of the women of the 
world will be handed to the 
national delegates. To formu- 
late their resolution to be for- 
warded to Geneva, members 
of the Edmonton branch of 
the Women’s International 
League for Peace and Free- 
dom held a mass meeting in 
the Talmud Torah Hall on 
Monday. Rev. Phillip Duncan 
was the speaker, and chose 
for the subject of his address, 
“Facing Facts.” 

Three facts bearing in their very 
truth portent of international sig- 
nificance are before the people of 


the world today. The first is a fact 
of history. the growth cf the young 
nations, Mr. Duncan stated. WNa- 
tions of little significance have be- 
come the adult nations of the world, 
and as England did in the days of 
her glorious youth and expansion 
these nations seek new outlets of 
power. 

In the historical example of Eng- 
land, Japan reads an analogy in 
the conditions of her own country 
Manchuria is the first step, for here 
she seeks an outlet for power and 
for the tremendous overflow of the 
island's population.

On Part of Would-Be 
Philosophers 


Students entering the University 
are apt to be swayed often by the 
pseudo logic of acquaintances and 
the witty oratory of professors who 
claim a scientific attitude to devi- 
ate from the faith and ideals that 
they formerly have held, said Dr. 
A. R. Osborn in a sermon intend- 
ed especially for University stu- 
dents on the subject “Is Atheism a 
Complex?” in First Presbyterian 
church on Sunday evening. 

“A complex,” said Dr. Osborn; 
“is a prejudice, false attitude, 
wrong idea or bias of any kind that 
hampers clear thinking. Students 
at the University are apt to get the 
impression that religion suffers 
from complexes, while science al- 
ways thinks clearly. This is by 
no means the case. Science is ofien 
| prejudiced as well.” 


ATHEISTS MISLED 

“People who proclaim them- 
selves atheists are apt to believe 
that they are exponents of clear 
| logical reasoning. It seems more 
|likely that their thought is be- 
| clouded by a complex, something 
that is out of alignment in their 
| moral or mental life, and that they 


are but seeking to rationalize the] 


complex, as Bacon so pungently 
puts it—‘‘none deny there is a God, 
but for those whom it maketh that 
there were no God.” 

“The chief complex which causes 
|atheism today is materialism. For 
{the pure materialist there is no 
hope in the future. In this philos- 
ophy, faith, hope, love, morality all 
| go, for life has no purpose. 
| universe is running down and must 
end in the stillness of death. If 
|any man has been seized in the 
}cold grip of this philosophy of de- 
spair the least he can do is keep 
it to himself and not pass it on to 
wreck the hopes and aims of oth- 
ers.

Although spinach loses 
none of its calcium, it does lose 
much of its iron content unless pro 
perly cooked. Practically all the

years in Prince Albert penitentiary 
following Wilde's conviction on a 
charge of arson. Wilde is a well- 
dressed, intelligent appearing man

The prisoner slumped down in an 
attitude of despair in one corner of

Having been duly tried and 
convicted for the murder of Wal- 
ter J. Parsille, Manville farmer, 
on or about September 36, 1952, 
William McLean and his father, 
Kenneth, have been sentenced to 
be hanged next Friday at dawn 
at the Fort Saskatchewan jail. 

Thus will end a murder case 
which is somewhat unique in the 
annals of Canadian criminology 
insofar as the elder McLéan, after 
he had been convicted, confessed 
himself guilty of having fired the 
fatal shot. ‘ 

“Do you think it fair to hang 
young McLean with his father 
since the latter has confessed he 
fired the fatal shot?” The Bulle 
tin’s Inquiring Reporter asked 
today. The replies he received 
follow: 


HAROLD J. BUCKLEY, of Cal 
gary, here for a few days: “As a 
good citizen, I must primarily 
feel that our system of law ad-
